Applicants respectfully petition to have the time period for reply to the Office Action

be shown by the evidence discussed below that Applicants' representative, Birch, Stewart, 
Kolasch & Birch, LLP, never received a postcard notice, e-mail notice or the outstanding Office 
Action.
